ANDREW JACKSON FOSTER. 

The subject of this sketch was born in Marion county, Ala., 
Jan. 17, 1849, and died in the parsonage at Ethel, Miss., Sept. 
24, 1902. 

The life that was lived between these dates was singularly 
simple in its faith, and peculiarly strong in its devotion to 
Jesus Chr.st. Brother Foster was powerfully converted late 
one evening in the month of May, 1866. He had started home 
from the field after a hard day’s work, but suffering keenly all 
the bitter pangs of repentance he stopped in the woods to pray. 
There loved ones found him, and soon he was rejoicing in the 
consciousness of a new joy. During all the years which fol- 
lowed that hour he never wearied in his loyalty to his Lord. 
He joined the church at old Friendship in Chickasaw county, 
Miss., was licensed to exhort the next year, and in 1868 he was 
licensed to preach by Rev. A. C. Allen. He was admitted on 
trial in the North Mississippi Conference at its first session at 
Water Valley in 1870; was received into full connection two years 
later, and ordained deacon by Bishop Kavanaugh; and elder by 
Bishop Doggett in 1874. He filled the following appointments : 
Starkville circuit, 1871; junior preacher Houston circuit, 
1872; Athens circuit 1878; ]unior preacher Houston circuit, 
1874; Plattsburg circuit, 1875; Hickory Flat circuit, 1876; local 
for two years; readmitted in 1878, and served Ashland circuit, 
1879-1880; Austin Station 1881; Lexington circuit, 1882; Louis- 
ville circuit, 1883-84; Tampico circuit, 1885; Toccopola circuit, 
1886-87-88; Atlanta circuit 1889-90-91; Pittsboro circuit, 
1892-93-94-95; Sturgis circuit, 1896; Blue Springs circuit, 1897; 
Salem circuit, 1897-99; Jonesboro circuit, 1900-01; Ethel cir- 
cuit, 1902. Brother Foster’s educational advantages were very 
limited during his youth, both on account of the scarcity of 
good schools and the care of a widowed mother which he 
shared with his brothers; but late in life he located and 
attended Hiwassee college from which he received a diploma. 
He was happily married to Miss Mary Jane Naugle Dec. 13, 
1881, who, with one son, survives him. His home life was 
beautiful. He regarded his wife as his true helpmeet, who 
aided and comforted him at all times. She was the best judge 
of his sermons, his safest advisor in trouble, and the queen 
whose gentle rule over him was complete. 

Brother Foster was a guileless Christian. He loved his 
brethren, he loved the Church; but above all, he loved his 
Lord. The great themes filled his mind, and on some occasions 
he rose on lofty wing and soared into the heights sublime, and 
would preach sermons that would do credit to the brain and 
heart of the masters of sacred oratory. 

His work is done. His last sermon was preached from 
John 3:16. When the end came it was peaceful, and he whis- 
pered, “ No charm so sweet.” We shall see him again.

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The Spiritual Interests of the Church. 

Your committee beg leave to report that after careful investigation* 
anu prayerful consideration they believe there has been a large increase 
in the religious life of our people in the bounds of this Conference. 

There have been many revivals cf religion, and hundreds have been 
converted and hundreds added to the church, both by certificate and on 
profession of faith. 

There is a growing interest in our Sunday schools and Epworth 
Leagues. The Missionary Societies, both Home and Foreign, among 
our women and in our Sunday schools are increasing in number and 
zeal. Our people are steadily growing more liberal in their contribu- 
tions towards all of the evangelistic and benevolent enterprises of the 
church They are building new and better houses of worship and com- 
fortable parsonages in all our pastoral charges. There is a steady and 
healthy growth in missionary intelligence and spirit among our people. 
Religious books and periodicals have increased circulation and bhey are 
doing great good, particularly among the young people under our care. 
We believe there is a better type of higher living among the great body 
of our membership. We regard these things as indications of increasing 
knowledge in divine things and of a deeper spiritual interest in the pros- 
perity and progress of Christ’s kingdom among men. We feel confident 
that our preachers were never more in earnest and zealous in presenting 
the fundamenal things in personal salvation from sin, repentance, faith 
justification, regeneration, sanctification and holy living. The doctrine 
of the direct witness of the Holy Ghost is constantly and faithfully 
preached in all of our pulpits. The word of the Lord will not return 
unto him void. 

The demands upon us for active, earnest, faithful and rapid work 
were never greater than now. This is an age of intense activity and of 
rapid movement. What we do must be done quickly, or the opportunity 
will be gone forever. This is an age of materialism, of money loving 
and money making. This must be offset by spiritual teaching and 
preaching. Your committee urge upon you the importance and need 
of a deeper spirituality in the work of our Sunday schools and in our 
Epworth Leagues in order that our young people may be rooted and 
grounded in the doctrine and love of God before they enter the business 
walks of life. This is necessary to keep them from being caught and 
carried away by the current of worldline«s that is sweeping thousands 
down to ruin. If our young people are not saved before they attain 
their majority the chances are that most of them will not find time to 
give heed to these things later on. More and more we see that the 
driving of our young people, especially our young men, is like the 
driving of Jehu. 

To a large extent our people generally have lost the sense of parent- 
hood. They feed and clothe their children and send them to school for 
secular education and to the Sunday school and church for religious 
training. They have not the time to look after the education and relig- 
ious training of their children at home. This fact greatly increases the 
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obligation and the work of the church among the children and young 
people of our land. Our preachers and teachers must do what many 
parents are not doing for their children — they must bring them up in 
the nurture and admonition of the Lord. We ought to lay hold of our 
Sunday schools and work them with a vigor and spiritual power we 
have not known before. The time is at hand when the great body of 
our converts must be looked for from the Sunday schools of our church. 
It is easier and cheaper and better every way to save the children than 
to evangelize hardened sinners. If your committee is not mistaken our 
preachers and our people ought to put forth the main part of their 
energy in this primary work. 

The desecration of the Sabbath is a growing and appalling evil in 
our country. This holy day, set apart by Divine enactment for rest, 
worship and pious meditation, is turned into a day of revelry and of 
pleasure seeking. Excursions, picnics and ball plays carry thousands 
away from home, the house of God and all sacred and hallowed associa- 
tion. The maintenance of the Sabbath is indispensible to the perpetuity 
of our government and to the spiritual life of our people. 

Your committee regards the growing tendency toward the forma- 
tion of clubs among our people in many places as a menace to the 
spiritual progess of our people, both men and women Club life and 
spiritual life do not dwell together in peace. In many places these 
clubs are pretexts for drinking and for drunken revelry, for card parties 
and other diversious that cannot be used in the name of Christ. They 
militate against piety and the spiritual growth of our people, both old 
and young. 

Worldly pleasures, progressive euchre, Germans and other styles 
of dancing are leading thousands of our people away from God, and 
down to death and hell. These are some of the common evils that con- 
front us in this age, and we ought to withstand them with all our power. 
We offer one single resolution for adoption: 

Resolved, That the one great need of our preachers and people 
everywhere is a deeper consecration and a full and fresh baptism of the 
Holy Ghost.

Sabbath Observance. 

We, your committee, beg leave to submit the following report: 

The Holy Sabbath, the day in which God intended we should 
rest from our labors and spend in communion with Him, and the home r 
the embryo church, are the oldest institutions God has given to us. 
These are at the foundation of all civilization. It has been demonstrated 
for the past six thousand years that without the Sabbath the home 
itself is corrupted, and the national life crumbles and passes away. It 
therefore deserves and commands our most jealous care, and any 
encroachment upon either of these sacred institutions should elicit our 
tenderest solicitude. 

In the past century and half there has been given to us a new* 
Sabbath, especially in English speaking countries. It is one of the 
greatest heritages of our present generation. With the preaching of 
the itinerant among the early settlers, there was born within the hearts 
of Americans a reverence and recognition of the Sabbath, so that today 
the Christian Sabbath is an American as well as Christian institution. 
As among the nations of history, they who honored God’s holy day, 
God honored and protected, so also is it true of the countries of *the 
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present time. This may be clearly seen if we contrast, for instance, 
religiously, morally and socially the nation of England with its Christian 
Sabbath, with France or Spain with their holiday Sabbath. This gives 
to us a fit object lesson. Of our civilization, our happy homes and our 
Christian Sabbath we may well be proud, and ready to defend against 
everv invader. 

As we stand today on picket duty and turn our field glass toward 
the enemy, we see lurking among the" hedges of our national life some 
of the most dangerous foes to our sacred institutions. 

From the 20th Century address of the Sunday League we learn that 
“ Thirty-five per cent, of our population is foreign born, and that nearly 
ninety per cent, of these have come from lands outside Anglo-Saxon 
civilization,” which means that about thirty per cent, of our population 
are from people who wholly disregard our Sabbath, or substitute for it 
a mere holiday. This does not number those native born of like 
■opinions. No wonder that there are anarchists in America! 

In the second place, the spirit of our times is such as to give grave 
apprehension as to the safety of our Sabbath. The spirit of com- 
mercialism on the one hand and of gayety on the other. To go no 
further than the bounds of our own Conference we find many places of 
business open Sundays, while delivery wagons may be heard in the 
streets. The Sunday excursion and places of amusement are great 
temptations to the worldly pleasure loving. The fruitful source of evil 
from these is evinced by the fact that while within the past decade our 
population has increased twenty-seven per cent , Sunday labor has 
increased fifty-eight per cent. There are today the startling sum of 
“ more than three and one-half millions of our citizens engaged by the 
demands of commerce in Sunday toil.” Adding to these the number 
who are partakers with them, by patronizing these Sunday traffics and 
Sunday amusements, and the number becomes startling. If God has 
frowned upon other people who disregarded His holy day, why should 
he be different with us? 

We would therefore recommend the insistance by our pastors upon 
the strict keeping of the rule of our church forbidding “ the profaning 
of the day of the Lord, either by doing ordinary work, or by buying and 
selling.” We should insist that our people “Remember the Sabbath 
day to keep it holy.” 

We would recommend that they insist upon our people “denying 
their own personal conveniences for others.” Then there would be 
little need for Sunday mails, Sunday trains, and other things that deprive 
men of their Sabbath.

On Temperance. 

Your committee beg leave to submit the following: 

We have made some investigation and find that the temperance sen- 
timent is growing within our bounds. There are now in the state of 
Mississippi only twelve counties which are not operating under the local 
option law, and only 9 of these are cursed with the open saloon under 
the law, and only two of these are within the bounds of the North Mis- 
sissippi Conference, namely: Tunica and Washington counties. 

Thanks are due and are hereby extended to the Legislature of the 
state of Mississippi for enacting a law restricting the sale of liquors to 
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incorporated towns with not less than 500 inhabitants with day and 
night police protection, the good result of which has already been seen 
in many counties. This law has virtually prohibited the sale of liquor 
in three counties which were not under local option. 

We deplore the fact that in many places the blind tiger evil is per- 
mitted to exist. We recommend that every preacher among us take a 
positive stand, not only as Christian ministers, but as good citizens, 
against the violation of law, especially in this particular. 

We are glad to note that some of our preachers have waged war 
against the blind tiger and driven him from Ins stronghold. We believe 
that what some have succeeded in doing others may safely undertake for 
the sake of humanity and the church of God. We rejoice to report a 
great victory in Marshall county, in that by a vote of the qualified 
electors of that county, the legalized saloon became a thing of history. 
The following was ordered by the Conference: 

Whereas, The cause of righteousness, humanity and the church 
has been advanced by the great victory for temperance in Marshall 
county, and 

Whereas, This great victory was achieved largely by the labor and 
sacrifices of Rev. N. G. Augustus, 

Resolved, That this Conference extends to Brother Augustus its 
thanks for his labors in this cause; also to J. W. Raper, of Tallahatchie; 
and that these resolutions be referred to the Committee on Temperance 
to be incorporated in their report.

Bible Cause. 

Your committee on Bible Cause, having abiding faith in the truth 
and authenticity of the word of God and the efficiency of the American 
Bible Society, reports as follows : 

We are glad to believe that the American Bible Society was never 
more prosperous than now. It has a strong efficient working force at 
home and abroad, laboring heroically to give the word of God to all 
nations and every human creature. During the year ending March 31, 
1902, it sent out from its presses 1.723,791 copies and portions of the 
Holy Scriptures, in about 100 tongues. Of these 686,755 volumes were 
distributed in the United States, not counting the Philippine Islands, 
and 1.037,036 in foreign lands. This is an increase over last year of 
169.663 volumes; in this country of 106,242, and in the foreign field, 
63,421. One-half of these books were manufactured at the Bible House, 
New York; of the remaining half a large part were manufactured in 
China, Japan, Siam, Syria and Turkey. 
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While many auxiliary societies are alive and active, we are sorry to 
report that many more are either dead or dormant. Rev. J. P. Wragg, 
a negro minister of good ability, is doing fine work, so far as we are 
capable of judging, among the negroes of the South. Agents and 
colporters in the foreign field occupy the firing line of that army of 
missionaries who have as their objective end the conquest of the whole 
world for the Lord Jesus. We are glad to report that the North Mis- 
sissippi Conference will show a steady, if slow increase of interest and 
liberality in this great cause. More pastors report collections for the 
American Bible Society, and more collections in full than ever before. 
During the year the Conference has raised $745.55. We recommend the 
following resolutions for your adoption:

The branch house at Dallis, Texas, is also doing well, and we are 
gratified to learn from our agent, Bro. Smith, that all the machinery 
for the branch house in Shanghai. China, has been shipped so that at an 
early date that too will be in operation. We are not only gratified that 
our house is a financial success, but especially that it. is a source whence 
flows out an abundance of pure literature to enlighten, refresh aud in- 
vigorate our beloved church. The number and character of new books 
issued within the past three or four years has especially been notable. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate, which has been the pride of the 
Church under the masterly editorial management of Doctor Hoss. main- 
tains a high standard of religious and literary character under the edi- 
torial administration of Doctor Winton, and we bespeak for it a lively 
interest and material patronage of both preachers and laymen. 
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*5 The Methodist Review ranks among the very best peiiodieals of 
its kind. We regret to have to state that the loss to the house by the 
publication of the Review for the past fiscal year amounts to $2,234 40, 
being $787.10 more than for the preceding year. We would urge our 
preachers not only to take and read but to diligently exert themselves 
to procure subscribers for this valuable periodical. 

The Review of Missions is a gem; it is published by authority ot 
Board of Mission, edited by Doctor W. R. Lambuth, who was born and 
reared in China by a missionary father and mother and spent the early 
part of his own ministry in the same field, and it is largely filled by 
contributions from men and women who are spending and being spent 
for the cause of Christ in mission fields. It should be a regular visitor 
to every Methodist home and read by all our people 

Go Forward, a monthly periodical published in the interest of 
missions at the low price of twenty -five cents, is a valuable contribution 
to the same cause and should be taken and read by all our people. 

We rejoice to be able to say that our Sunday School literature is 
adapted to all ages and grades in Sunday school and is of a very high 
order both as to religious and literary character and that it is generally 
used by our people. The Ep worth Era is heartily recommended to our 
people, as being peculiarly adapted to the capacity and necessities of 
our young folks. We are sorrv to have to say that it has been published 
at a loss of $6,966.98 .to the publishing house during the past year. 
We are gratified to be able to make a favorable report in some particulars 
as to the New Orleans Christian Advocate both as to business and 
editorial management. It is now out of debt and is paying the cost of 
its own publication. It is true in its editorial management to both the 
doctrines and discipline of the church and is a great help to the pastor 
and his people where ever it is circulated and read. 

In fact we are satisfied that next to the preaching of the gospel from 
the pulpit comes the circulation of sound religious literature as a means 
of enlightening and bringing the world to Christ. We are sorry that 
such admail per cent of our people take and read the Advocate; where 
we now have one subscriber we should have five. We would earnestly 
insist on increased effort on the part of our preachers to greatly increase 
its circulation. We respectfully request the presidingJBishop to appoint 
Dr. J W. Boswell as editor of the Advocate. 

We are gratified at the success of brother G-W. Bachman in liis good 
work as Conference Colporter and respectfully reciuest his reappointment 



to that position.

Ihe agent to give his entire time to the work of the Board as pre- 
scribed by it.

REPORT NO. 2. 

The Board recommends the following additional appropriations 
for the ensuing Conference year: 

$100 to needy schools to be used in the discretion of the agent of 
the Board, on the recommendation of the pastor of the schools. 

$125 for the purchase of Children’s Day programs, to be purchased 
and mailed under the supervision of the agent of the Board. 

For incidental expenses such a sum as, in the discretion of the 
Chairman and Treasurer of the Board, shall be necessary 

Institutes were held during the month of October, at West Point 
and Oxford, under the auspices of the Board. 

The wmrk at these Institutes was mainly done by Prof. H M. Ham- 
mill, superintendent of training work, and his wife, which work was of 
a very high order. Although largely and persistently advertised, the 
attendance, at the Institutes, of pastors, superintendents and teachers 
was not large. The local attendance was good and that of our Sunday 
school workers from abroad was not discouraging. It is by this class 
)f work that the Board hopes to stimulate that interest that will lead to 
better teachers and better teaching. 

In accordance with a previous resolution of this Conference, and 
with the recent recommendation of the General Board, it is desired 
that Thursday night of the Conference be devoted, hereafter, to the use 
of the Board for its anniversary services. To provide a suitable program 
and secure adequate platform assistance, renders this action necessary. 

Fifty-three of the pastors have filled out and returned to the Board 
the statistical blanks furnished them. From these we find much valu- 
able information needed by the Board and its Agent. 

The Board commends to the presiding elders, pastors and superin- 
tendents of the Conference for their co-operation and assistance, the 
Sunday school agent. It is believed that by their joint efforts in organ- 
izing teacher’s meetings, establishing study circles, and by getting on 
foot a more systematic discharge of all Sunday school duties by teachers 
and officers, great good may be accomplished' in the direction of Chris- 
tian education. We ask that the agent be given every opportunity for 
promotion of the work. 

We ask the more abundant use of all the facilities afforded by the 
Church for securing better methods and more undying results in teach- 
ing the children. We especially commend the literature furnished by 
our publishing house. Without mentioning in detail the several publi- 
cations, we especially ask the pastor and Sunday school officers to help 
increase the circulation among the children of the Children’s Visitor, 
it is worthy of much praise as a young people’s paper. 
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In about five hundred Sunday schools of the Conference, eleven 
study circles and seven teacher’s meetings are reported to the Board. 
The crying need of the connection and of the Conference is a more 
systematic education of the children in the word of God and Christian 
doctrine in their early years. The parents have, to a large degree, abdi- 
cated their sacred offices in this regard, and the work has by common 
consent and practice devolved upon the Sunday school, the latter insti- 
tution must meet this high requirement or commit the gravest sin of 
omission of this age and country. The study circles and teacher’s 
meetings is the work shop out of which must come more efficient teach- 
ers. We beg to quicken the conscience of the pastors as to this impor- 
tant work.

EDUCATION. 

REPORT NO. 1. 

Your Board of Eduoation begs leave to submit the following report: 

A careful survey of the educational work of the church shows that 
it is in a healthful condition, and that marked progress is being made 
in many directions. The organization of our forces is being gradually 
perfected; a number of our institutions have substantially increased 
their endowment and equipment during the past year, and the general 
outlook is most encouraging. The attendance upon our church 
schools is vastly larger than ever before, and the cause of Christian 
education is everywhere taking stronger hold upon the hearts of our 
people. In so brief a report as we must of necessity make, we can only 
call attention to what we conceive to be some of the most salient features 
of this great work. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

We have been much gratified by the news we have received from 
Vanderbilt University, our leading educational institution. It continues 
to greatly prosper, and is having one of the most successful sessions in 
its history; with its admirable location, its splendid equipment, and its 
able corps of instructors, it is the most conspicuous educational institu- 
tion in the South, and the sphere of its usefulness is steadily widening. 
Its needs, however, are manifold and pressing as is necessarily the case 
with every growing institution, The effort to endow its theological 
department is still in progress, and should appeal strongly to Southern 
Methodists everywhere. It is the only theological school in the con- 
nection, and to fail to accomplish successfully this movement for its 
endowment would be to us a deep and lasting reproach. 

CORRESPONDENCE SCHOOL. 

The establishment by the General Conference last May of a Cor- 
respondence school in connection with Vanderbilt University was, in 
our judgment, one of its wisest and most timely enactments, and we are 
pleased to know that that school is now in successful operation under 
the capable supervision of the Vanderbilt Theological Faculty and our 
General Board of Education. The advantages of such a system of 
instruction over the old plan of allowing our young ministers to study 
along through the year unaided and undirected are too obvious to admit 
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of discussion, and we feel that this new scheme will accomplish a great 
deal toward giving the church a more capable and efficient ministry. 
We do not deem it wise at present to ask you to exempt those who 
present certificates of proficiency from the faculty in charge of this 
department from examination by committees at the seat of the Con- 
ference, but we earnestly "urge all of our undergraduates to matriculate 
in this school and thus secure in the prosecution of their studies all of 
the valuable assistance which it offers. 

We also call attention to the fact that this school is not designed 
for undergraduates only, but that post-graduate courses of study have 
also been arranged looking to the better equipment of our ministry. W e 
should be pleased to see many of our preachers take up these courses, 
believing as we do that they would be greatly bene fitted. In compliance 
with the request of our General Board of Education, we recommend 
that the Conference Secretary of Education be instructed to send them 
the names and addresses of all of our undergraduates and such other 
information regarding their educational advantages as may be desired. 



MILLSAPS COLLEGE. 

We have considered carefully the report of Dr. W. B. Murrah, 
President of Millsaps College, which you referred to us, and we are 
pleased to note the continued prosperity of that most important institu- 
tion. It has enrolled up to date 240 students, the largest number in its 
history, and the present session is progressing most satisfactorily . The 
career of Millsaps College has been phenomenal. No other institution 
in the church of like age can compare with it. During the past year it 
has come into possession of Jackson College property, so generously 
donated by Major It. W. Millsaps, and it has ample dormitory facilities 
for many years to come. Situated near the geographical center of the 
state, and at its capital, with an endowment of over $100,000 and with 
buildings worth more than $125000, with its scholarly and distinguished 
president, and capable and efficient faculty, this noble institution elial- 
langes the pride of every Methodist in Mississippi, and is doing a work, 
the greatness of which, eternity alone can reveal. There are at present 
in attendance upon it 22 ministerial students, 12 of whom are from the 
bounds of the North Mississippi Conference. None of these are charged 
tuition, and in doing this work for us free of cost, Millsaps College is 
placing us under deep and lasting obligations. No other institution 
has a stronger claim upon us for support; and there is none whose needs 
we should be more quick to supply. Already it is beginning to pour into 
our itinerant ranks well furnished and consecrated young men, and in 
the years to come we must look largely to it for the recruits who are 
to build up and adorn the Methodism of this commonwealth. The insti- 
tution never needed funds more imperatively than now. Its new dor- 
mitory has had to be furnished; its different departments are calling 
loudly for increased equipments; and its teaching force will soon have 
to be augmented. We appeal to every Methodist in the State to rally 
to its support, and we urge our ministers, especially, to press upon the 
people of their charges the claims of this institution in which the hopes 
of our church in Mississippi are so largely centered. 

We recommend the election of S. M. Thames, W. W. Woollard, 
J. R. Bingham and W. G. bykes to fill the vacancies in the Board of 
Trustees of Millsaps College, caused by expiration of term, and of Jno. 
C. Kyle to fill out the unexpired term" of P. T. Callieott who resigned.

We also recommend the reappointment of Dr. W. B. Murrah to the 
presidency of the institution; of Rev. J. M. Wyatt to the position of 
business manager of Grenada College, and of J. R. Bingham to the 
position of Conference Secretary of Education. 



Educational Campaign. 

We sympathize with the purpose of our general board in seeking to 
project an educational campaign to awaken a deeper interest among 
the people on this all important subject; but in view of the multipli- 
city of our interests and claims we do not deem it feasible to ask you to 
set aside the whole month of July to this work as.requested. However, 
we wish to call the attention of the brethren to the fact that the disci- 
pline requires that a sermon, on Christian Education, shall he preached 
annually to every congregation, and in order that we may have unifor- 
mity of action, we recommend that you make the 1st Sunday in April 
Education Day throughout the North Mississippi Conference, and that 
you instruct every pastor to preach on Christian Education, and take 
up a collection for that cause, on that day. In the case of pastors on 
circuits, it will he impossible for them to reach all of their congrega- 
tions on a single Sabbath, but we recommend that they he urged to 
preach on the subject at every church as soon after the 1st Sunday in 
April as they can conveniently do so; and in order that the subject may 
be given still greater prominence we recommend that the executive 
Committee of our Conference Board of Education be instructed to pre- 
pare and distribute a suitable program for an educational service on the 
night of the 1st Sunday in April, and that they also he instructed to 
communicate with the pastors in ample time, calling their attention to 
the approach of Education Day, and urging them to observe it properly.

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BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

REPORT NO 2. 

Your Board of Education has had under consideration matter con- 
cerning Grenada College, including the report from its Board of Trustees 
referred to us by your body. We submit the following report for your 
adoption : 

In accordance with action taken by the Conference three years ago and 
ratified at following sessions the Board of Education,and Board of Trus- 
tees of Grenada College have co-operated to carry out the policy then 
adopted to develop that school as rapidly as may be into a thoroughly 
equipped school for the higher education of our young women in 
accordance with the p'an and directions adopted by the General Board 
of Education. We believe nothing is to be lost but everything gained by 
strict co-operation with the general Board; we have therefore urged and 
with emphasis still urge, that all our energy and resources shall be 
devoted to the two schools. We have Millsaps College for young men 
and Grenada College for our daughters. Endowed and well-equipped 
schools for young women are a growing necessity. We have not moved 
too soon, nor with too great vigor or liberality in the advancement of 
Grenada College in its high aims of Christain education. 

We congratulate the Board of trustees of this school in achieving such 
marked success in reorganizing the school on a true and thorough basis 
of educational work. In their report they say under the former system 
the trustees had no authority in the management of the school The 
lessee employed the teachers, was responsible for their salaries, bore 
any losses and received any profits. Under the new system the trustees 
elected a business manager, a president and the teachers: and fixed 
their salaries. In no sense is the Church or the Conference responsible 
for salaries, or for any part thereof No individual has one cent of 
interest in any profits that may arise from the school; every dollar 
over current expenses will be used for the better equipment of the 
school . We were enabled to enter upon this improved system by care- 
fully husbanding the proceeds of the collection so generously ordered 
by your body, and to which our people so loyally responded and so 
cheerfully contributed So far as we knew or heard, all thought we 
were adopting a policy ideal in theory. Some, however, thought the plan 
was wholly impracticable; some doubted; some hesitated. Convinced 
that the proposed change was wise and practical, and therefore desirable, 
the Board went steadily forward; and we are happy to say that the 
success of the new policy is assured. 

The campus comprises four and one-fifth acres of land and there is 
an adjoining lot containing one and one-half acres. The main building 
is in the form of a cross, four stories in height, with parlor, library, study 
hall, dining room, kitchen, eight class rooms and thirty-eight rooms for 
dormitories. 

The new building, erected at a cost of more than eleven thousand 
dollars, is a \aluable acquisition which adds greatly to the comfort and 
efficiency of the work It is built of red brick, and is plastered 
throughout, finished with white coat. It has three stories equal in 
height to the four stories of the main building, and contains fourteen 
dormitory rooms, nine class rooms, and a handsome Chapel forty-five 
feet by seventy -five feet. This building is heated by fresh warm air 
lighted by electricity, and has bath rooms with hot and cold water* 
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All the rooms in both buildings have outside exposure. For the 
splendid new building we are indebted to the Twentieth Century Fund, 
the liberality of the citizens of Grenada, and the faith of the trustees and 
friends of the college. 

The generous contributiou of three thousand dollars by citizens 
of Grenada, with their promise for an additional one thousand dollars, 
in addition to their former liberal gifts, is in itself a suffieent reason why 
your body should not in any sense, to any degree, divide its sympathy 
and support with any other school Being our only school property for 
girls, secured at a cost of more than eight thousand dollars to citizens of 
Grenada, and more than twelve thousand dollars to the church 
throughout the Conference, we should rally all our forces to its support, 
and should give no occasion fora division of inteiest or sentiment. 

We beg leave to quote still further from this excellent report: 

In obedience to a growing demand for better work of a higher order 
the grade of the school has been raised, as is shown by the excellent 
course of study printed in our catalogue, a copy of which was sent to 
all our preachers and to many others. Happily our well equipped 
faculty of ten experienced teachers enables us to inaugurate and carry 
forward this higher grade work demanded by our people. We will 
continue to raise the standard as occasion may demand, and the work 
shall be always thorough. In this day of increased educational facilities 
and higher grade of work done in the high schools of the state, we must 
do real College work To do this we must have the undivided support 
of North Mississippi Methodism. Our pupils are receiving best training 
in the literary department. The department of Music, Art, Elocution, 
and Physical Training give very best advantages. All departments are 
working in perfect harmony, each supplementing the other The Bible 
is systematically taught during the entire course. An Epworth League, 
with all departments fully organized, is doing good and helpful work. 
Likewise a Missionary Society. In these, and in other ways our girls 
are being taught spiritual religion and practical piety. We are pleased 
to have on exhibition at this session of your body specimens of the work 
of our Art Teacher. All the members of your body and all friends of 
Christian Education have a cordial invitation to visit this institution of 
the Church, and to inspect the work done there 

In concluding their report the trustees use this pertinent language : 

In view of all this, and the fact that North Mississippi is not 
able, and for generations will not be able, to support more than one real 
college for girls, we earnestly hope that you will take no step that will 
divide our patronage, put us in competition with ourselves; or to permit 
any other school to claim to have the endorsement of the North 
Mississippi Conference It would seem that free tuition by the state 
furnishes a sufficient amount of competition. The state of Mississippi 
with full authority to levy and ample power to collect taxes has 
established but one college for girls Shall North Mississippi 
Methodists who constitute less than one fourth the state attempt to do 
more? 

We offer for your adoption the following resolutions: 



1. That we hereby reaffirm our purpose to conduct our educational 
work in conformity with the policy and regulations of the general Board 
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2. That the time has come, when the best education of woman 
requires the endowed and well equipped college as well as the secondary- 
school. 

3. That it shall be our aim and labor to advance Grenada college 
to the highest degree as speedily as possible. 

4. That we endorse the course taken by the Trustees in reorganizing 
the school on a basis in harmony witai the policy adopted by the 
Church, and under an arrangement which will secure the best results. 

5. That we pledge our fidelity to this great enterprise, to do all in 
our power and in every way to advance the interest of this school; and 
we hereby commend it to the patronage and support of all our people 

6. That the experience of the past three years convinces us omit 
that the appointment of a member of this Conference to a school whose 
patronage covers our teritorrv is detrimental to our own school and 
therefore no request for such appointment should be made. 

REPORT NO. 3. 

Your Board of Education has had under consideration the proper 
disposal of a certain sum of money, to-wit: $936, which has come into 
the hands of the North Mississippi Confdrence bv settlement with the 
Memphis Conference. 

This arose in the following manner, to wit: While the Memphis 
Conference embraced the territory of North Mississippi, that Confer- 
ence established the Memphis Conference Female Institute for the edu- 
cation of young women. The whole territory of that Conference 
contributed to the funds used in meeting the demands of the school. 

When in 1870 the North Mississippi Conference was formed, the 
right of this Conference was recognized in a claim to a proportionate 
share in the funds contributed to that institution. For many years this 
claim was met by the free tuition and reduced rates granted to preachers’ 
■daughters attending that school from the North Mississippi Conference. 
When several years ago this Conference purchased Grenada College 
and established its own school for young ladies, steps were taken to 
secure a settlement between the two Conferences, such as to give to 
this conference an equitable payment in money for its claim This set- 
tlement was effected on the part of the North Mississippi Conference 
through the agency of P. T Callieott and W V Connell, two laymen 
of the Conference appointed from the Joint Board of Finance, which 
Board now has custody of the money. 

In order that this fund may reach the object for which it was ori- 
ginally contributed, your board respectfully offer the following resolu- 
tions for your adoption. 

1st The Joint Board of Finance is hereby directed to turn over 
that said fund to the Trustees of Grenada College to be set apart as an 
endowment fund for said college. 

Resolved, 2nd; That the trustees be allowed to use the fund, if 
they see fit, to meet present emergencies, the same to be replaced as 
soon as possible, for said endowment.

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Mississippi Orphans’ Home. 

To the President and Members of the North Mississippi Conference 

Convened at Tupelo , Miss. 

Dear Fathers and Brothers — As a committee appointed to 
make report for the Board of Directors of the Mississippi Orphans’ 
Home we respectfully submit the following. 

By careful inquiry into the affairs of the Home we find that during 
the five years of its history it has continured to make substantial pro- 
gress, and we are more than gratified at the result of this Conference 
year. 

Two hundred and nineteen children have been cared for in the 
history of the home, with only two deaths, one hundred and ten being 
disposed of by adoption and otherwise, leaving 107 in the Home at 
present. 

The support of the same has been adequate. During the past year 
improvements have been made on the property costing more than 
$1000; a new kitchen and other necessary rooms with large hall, gal- 
leries, etc., added. 

The field has been cultivated and improved, sufficient corn and 
hay gathered to supply the place. The work in cultivating the field 
and gardens has been done by the boys, while the cooking and house- 
keeping has been done by the girls under the supervision of a com- 
petent matron and house keeper. 

The school has over seventy pupils, taught by two intelligent. ' 
consecrated teachers, and continues nine months; five and one-half 
months being a public term. 

We have placed nine girls in our church colleges and two at 
the college at Water Valley, these girls being taken free of board and 
tuition. The thanks of the church are due these schools. We are 
gratified to note that the religious training of the children is being care- 
fully guarded. 

The children attend Sabbath school and church regularv, while 
the Sunday school lessons are taught and the pastors preach at the 
Home on Sabbath afternoons. Daily family worship is also a large 
part of their religious training. Thirty-five have united with the church 
this year, which gives seventy-seven members of the church at present. 

The Sunday School Board of the North Mississippi and Mississippi 
Conferences supply the Home w r ith Sunday school literature and period- 
ical. Many song and literary books have been sent the Home by 
pastors and friends. Our Home paper has a circulation of 3OOO, which 
has been much help financially and otherwise. The physicians of 
Water Valley and Hon. J. A. McGowen, our attorney, have our thanks 
for valuable service rendered. In our last report we stated that for good 
reasons the Hospital Cottage had not been accepted from contractors. 
We are glad to state now that the entire matter has been adjusted. 

Contrary to the general policy of orphanages we have thought it wise 
and proper to care for infants as well as older children and now 7 have 
four, and if necessary will secure other help for this purpose 
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The Board has seen the need of a modern heating apparatus in the 
Home, and after careiulconsid eration of the matter have recommended 
that a steam heating apparatus be placed in the Home, at an approx- 
imate cost of *1200, which work we hope to have completed by Jan. 1, 
1903. We had on hand at last conference report, f 18.80. Have 
received since then from the Mississippi Conference, 138-16.56; from 
North Mississippi Conference, f4561.89, making a total of $8427.25. 
Have expended *7860.58, leaving a balance in hands of treasurer, 
$566. 67. in addition to this there is in the hands of manager, unre- 
ported to the treasurer. $1000, of which '600 has been received at this 
conference. The amount due at our last annual conference, amounting 
to $969.82, has been paid, leaving no indebtedness at present, it will 
be remembered that there is a *1000 endowment [undisturbed. We 
have re elected Rev. W. T. Griffin manager and agent of the Home 
and shall request this appointment by the Mississippi Conference. As 
the term cf office of Dr R. W. Jones and Rev. T. H. Dorsey as direc- 
tors expires at this conference, we would request that you elect their 
successors.

Epworth League. 

Since the State Epworth League Conference has been dissolved the 
control of the work and the responsibility for its success rest immedi- 
ately upon us as a Conference. We can not afford to discuss the 
practicability of running this organization, nor is it a matter of debate 
as to whether we need it or not. For it is a demonstrated success in 
other parts of the church, and the need for the work it proposes to 
accomplish for our young people grows more imperative each day. 

The purpose of your board is to present a working plan that will at 
least solve some of the problems that we must encounter. We do not 
wish to minimize the work of the devotional and the missionary depart- 
ments of the League; we feel, however, that a true appreciation of the 
material with w*hich the League has to deal debars these depaitments 
from the prominent places in the League plans. Y< ung people are not 
wealth producers, and to lay stress upon the money-collecting spirit 
is to stimulate them to gather from their parents the necessary contribu- 
tions and thus to defeat the very end at which we aim. The status of 
a child’s education and his lack of organized thinking and trained ex- 
pression, and his poverty of language render verbal expression difficult 
and specially the expression of his feeling while in the throes of a 
mental and moral revolution such as conversion brings into his life. 
While we commend and encourage public expression of feelings and 
public prayer on the part of our young Leaguers, we feel that the League 
will never touch vitally the young men and young women of our church 
as long as our ministers seemingly make this a requirement for entrance 
to the league. We feel that the success of the league in both the town 
and country place hinges on uniform, full, and complete plans of w T ork 
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in the third department of the league. The spirit of materialism is 
permeating every stratum of our society, resulting in the dulled se' si- 
bility to the spiritual nature o.f man, in a superficial culture greatly 
to be deplored, and a taste for a worthless class of current literature, 
much to the detriment of the noble masters, who are the sources of 
true culture. The influence of the spiritual element in life is being lost, 
and we are being trained to the flippant consideration of the most seri- 
ous problems and are losing the power of being deeply and vitally 
effected by life’s great questions The four books of next year’s 
course, if carefully read by our ministers and leaguers, will do much 
to offset these evils. 

The plan adopted by Dr. DuBose of sending out free an analytical 
manual of helps for the close study of these books and the uniform 
plan of circulating these books so that they will reach the entire body 
of each League we feel will do much to bring about a revival in this 
department, and we recommend that the Conference endorse and adopt 
these plans. 

In order that these plans may be carried out thoroughly and that 
these serious questions of what our young people shall read shall be 
brought prominently home to the Leagues, the parents an 1 the churches 
of the Conference, we further recommend that one or more field workers 
be elected to conduct an educational campaign along these lines; and 
that the traveling expenses of these men shall be defrayed by the 
churches to whom they go, and that no other compensation shall be 
expected, for this work. 

We further recommend that Prof. J. T. Connell of Tupelo be elected 
to carry on this work, and that they report to the chairman of this Board 
from time to time, the progress being made.

District Conference Records. 

Your Committee on District Conference Records beg leave to sub- 
mit the following report : 

We have examined the records placed in our hands and make the 
following comments: 

In the record of the Corinth District Conference, we find the min- 
utes of the Sunday School Conference, which should be in a separate 
journal. It is neatly kept. 

In the Holly Springs Record we find the Rev. W. N. David was 
unanimously licensed to preach; this should be omitted. Under the call 
of renewal of license of local preachers, the record says they were 
• ‘re- licensed ;”should read, their licenses were“renewed”. This journal is 
well kept. 

In the Aberdeen District, the roll is not arranged by charges, nor 
does it name offices of delegates. The spelling is bad and it abounds in 
inelegant expressions and grammatical errors. 

The Durant Record is neatly kept, save some reports pinned in back 
of book, which is neither neat nor secure. The expression -‘Home Mis- 
sion Society” should be “Woman’s Home Mission Society.” Report “A,” 
the District Conference record, is where Quarterly Conference is meant. 

The records of Columbus and Winona Conferences are neatly kept, 
no comments. 

The Records for the Greenville and Sardis Districts were not before us. 

P. E. Duncan, for Committee. 
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We note with pleasure the progress of our mission work presented 
in the report of our general secretaries. The growth in our six foreign 
fields has been steady and gives evidence of being established on a 
permanent basis. 

The increase in membership for the quadrennium was 2070, giving 
now a total of 11631 native members, and the collections from all sources 
is $1,232,257.00 A great reform is now in progress in China and 
especially in reference to education work. That our great Soocliow 
University will soon be completed is occasion for thanksgiving. The 
material for our joint publishing house is now on the water bound for 
China which will meet a long felt want by our missionaries. 

A great revival has swept over Japan with thousands of con- 
versions. There are 26 local societies in Korea that are now self sus- 
taining. The work in Mexico grows steadily, while our church in Brazil 
surpasses all others in the liberality of its gifts and the fervor of its 
evangelistic effort. 

In Cuba the success that has so speedily crowned our labors indicates 
the readiness of that field for an open Bible and the truth as it is 
in Jesus. « 

We rejoice agian in the number of individual churches that are 
supporting missionaries in addition to the regular assessments. It does 
seem that God is openiug the hearts of the church to this great cause as 
never before. But when we reflect upon the fact that we average but 
24 cents per member, which means that a large per cent, of our mem- 
bership pay absolutely nothing, we feel that as a church we are far 
beneath our possibilities as an evangelizing agent in the world. We are 
glad to report that our foreign and domestic mission funds are in excess 
of last year. There are no truer men among us than the brethren who 
serve in these domestic mission fields. Tbe reports to the board of 
their meagre pay and scanty fare appeal most touchingly to the gen- 
erosity of the church. 

Our board has seen proper to transfer the $1000 reduced from the 
foreign mission assessment levied by our General Board to our domestic 
mission fund, thus leaving the assessment the same in amount as 
last year. 

The following resolutions were passed by the Board: 

1. That we take our collection as early as possible for foreign and 
domestic missions, that we may save the interest necessitated by bor- 
rowing money to meet the current expenses of our mission fields, and 
that we have the money in the treasurer’s hands to pay those serving 
mission charges quarterly. 

2. That as soon as possible we make an earnest effort to place one 
of our missionary periodicals in every home. To aid in this the Board 
has appropriated a fund to assist preachers in the circulation of ‘‘Go 
Forward.” The conditions for obtaining this help can be had by applying 
•to the Conference Secretary. 
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3. That we request our Sunday school editor to furnish us a monthly 
program in our Sunday School Magazine for our Sunday school mis- 
sionary meetings, afid devote one page each month to the cause of 
missions in the Children’s Visitor. 

4. That in the coming year we strive to place the North Mississippi 
Conference beside the seven annual conferences that are meeting their 
assessments in full. 

5. That we request the Bishop to appoint Rev. J. H. Shumaker as 
our Conference missionary secretary.

REPORT NO. 2. 

Your Joint Board of Finance begs leave to make the following 
report: 

We have had referred to ns a communication from the Board of 
Trustees of the Methodist Episcopal Church. South, relative to the law 
enacted by the General Conference at its recent session in Dallis, Texas, 
providing for the raising of a fund of $5,000,000 for the more adequate 
support of the superannuated preachers of the connection, and the wid- 
ows and orphans of our deceased preachers, and we unanimously recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That we most heartily endorse this action of the 
General Conference, believing as we do, that no measure more impor- 
tant in its influence or more far reaching in its effects has ever been 
projected by the Church, and we pledge our utmost efforts to tbe secur- 
ing of this great endowment fund. 

2. Resolved, That we are gratified at the presence of the Rev. 
A F. Watkins. D. D., the General Agent for the Fund, and assure him 
of our cordial support in the important work committed to him. 

3 Resolved, That we hereby instruct our Presiding Elders and 
preachers in charge to do all in their power to promote the success of 
this great enterprise of the church, charging the former to give promi- 
nence to the subject in their District Conferences ajid Quarterly Con- 
ferences, and the latter to present the cause and take a public collec- 
tion in each congregation of their pastoral charges, during the ensuing 
year, this collection to be taken, if possible, within sixty days after 
adjournment of this Conference.
